(Vast Reserves of Strength) 

Canada has a great reserve of stren- 
gth, economic and financial. This was 
demonstrated in 1914-18 and her capa- | 
eity is far greater now than it was 
then, Her population is near] y40; 
per cent higher. There are upwards 
of 300,000 unemployed persons in Can- 
ada capable of being absorbed into 
industry, (half of them now on relief) 
It war demands grow still greater, 
nother 200,000 persons could probably 
be drafted from occupations which 
could be neglected somewhat in war- 
time to more productive occupations. | 

The efficiency of Canada’s product- | 
ive machine can be readily improved 
under the stress of war demands. 
Economists point out that fcll product- 
ivity and employment would increase; 
the national income at least one bill- 
jon dollars annually, In other words 
an anual contribution of one billion 
dollars a year could be made to the 
Allied cause without reducing the pres- 
ent standard of living in Canada, Un- 
der extreme stress and with some 
privation, this might even be doubled. 
The magnitude of these figures is best | 
meagired by omparisan. Duripg 
the past five years, has spent about 
four million dollars a year on her war 
machine. Canada alone, once her eff 
orts are geared up to fullest production 
might be able to throw in a contribu- 
tion of two million dollars annually 
into helping to win the war.

mum economic capacity, whereas most 
of the two billions that Canada could 
contribute would be new wealth, creat 
ed by the employment of idle man-pow- 
er and idle resources, 

Fair Division of Burden 

Though the financing of Canada’s 
war effort will be a heavy burden up- 
on the Dominion Government, the 
budget of last week is an encouraging 
sign that teh load ig to be distributed 
as fairly as possible among the Can- 
adian people. 

The money to finance the war will 
come from three sources— 

1—- New taxes, and higher yield of 
old taxes. 

2— Borrowing. 

3— Transfer of sums now spent on 
unemployment relief, wheat and oth- 
er agricultural assistances, deficits on 
the government railways and steam- 
ships, to war effort. 

In 1914-1918 the government provid- 
ed something like 400 million dollars 
a year for tour years toward winning 
the war. This time the sum will be 
greater if the war lasts as long.

THE DUKE OF WINDSOR H 
RETURNS FOR WAR JOB 


By M. H. Halton 


Lendon, Sept. 21— On a black mis- 
erable night nearly three years ago, 
I stood at the gate of Fort Belvedere 
and watched the Duke of Windsor’s 
car swing down the drive on its way
